And  whereas  the  Registrar  of  the  New  West¬

His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  pursuant  to  sub¬ 
section  (2)  of  section  257  of  the  “Land  Registry 
Act,”  the  following  regulations  be  made: — 

(1)  Upon  application  being  made  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  “  Land  Registry  Act  ”  for  the  regis¬ 
tration  of  title  comprised  in  any  easement  or  right- 
of-way  covering  part  of  the  foreshore  or  bed  of 
New  Westminster  Harbour  as  hereinbefore  defined, 
derived  from  the  Crown  in  the  right  of  Canada, 
and  where  no  certificate  of  indefeasible  title  has 
been  issued  covering  the  land  comprised  in  the 
easement  or  right-of-way,  the  Registrar,  upon  being 
satisfied  that  the  applicant  has  a  good  safe  holding 
and  marketable  title  thereto,  and  upon  deposit  of 
the  original  grant  in  his  office,  and  upon  payment 
of  the  same  fees  chargeable  in  respect  of  easements 
now  registered  under  the  “  Land  Registry  Act,” 
shall  register  the  title  claimed  by  the  applicant  by 
entering  a  memorandum  of  the  easement  or  right- 
of-way  in  the  register  prescribed  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  Order  in  Council  No.  447,  approved  April 
5th,  1941. 

(2)  Where  the  easement  or  right-of-way  has 
been  so  registered,  the  title  conferred  by  any  instru¬ 
ment  of  assignment  or  charge  in  respect  of  that 
easement  or  right-of-way  may,  upon  application 
and  upon  payment  of  the  proper  fees,  be  registered 
by  endorsement  of  a  memorandum  thereof  in  the 
same  folio  of  the  register  in  which  the  easement  is 
registered. 

(3)  The  entry  of  the  memorandum  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  para¬ 
graphs  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  the  Crown 
in  the  right  of  Canada  had  applied  for  and  obtained 
a  certificate  of  indefeasible  title  to  the  land  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  easement  or  right-of-way,  and  the 
easement,  right-of-way,  assignment,  or  charge  were 
registered  against  the  title  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Land  Registry  Act.” 

(4)  Where  an  application  is  made  for  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  indefeasible  title  to  any  land  comprising 
any  part  of  the  foreshore  or  bed  of  New  West¬ 
minster  Harbour  as  hereinbefore  defined  and  there 
are  entries  in  the  register  affecting  the  title  to  the 
land,  the  application  shall  be  subject  to  such  entries, 
and  the  Registrar,  upon  issuing  a  certificate  of 
indefeasible  title  to  the  land,  shall  forthwith  carry 
forward  the  title  created  by  the  entries  in  the 
register  by  endorsing  a  memorandum  thereof  in  the 
appropriate  register  containing  the  certificate  of 
indefeasible  title  to  the  land,  effective  from  the 
time  of  registration  and  in  the  same  order  of 
priority  as  the  entries  were  made  in  the  register, 
and  thereupon  the  register  defined  in  paragraph 
(1),  in  so  far  as  it  affects  the  land  in  respect  of 
which  the  certificate  of  indefeasible  title  has  been 
issued,  shall  be  closed. 

(5)  The  provisions  of  the  “Land  Registry  Act” 
shall  mutatis  mutandis  extend  and  apply  to  regis¬ 
trations  applied  for  and  effected  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  order.

No.  12a  (1952) 


Order  Establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Construction  Industry 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders:— 

1.  That  Order  No.  12  (1940)  of  the  Board, 
dated  November  26th,  1940,  as  amended  by  Gen¬ 
eral  Interim  Minimum  Wage  Order  (1946),  made 
the  25th  day  of  June,  1946,  be  further  amended 
by  adding  the  following  as  section  5a: 

“  5a.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  employees  to 
whom  this  Order  applies  shall  be  time  and  one- 
half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all 
hours  worked  in  excess  of:  (i)  8  hours  in  any  one 
day,  and  (ii)  44  hours  in  any  one  week,  provided, 
however,  that  such  overtime  shall  not  include  any 
overtime  covered  under  subsection  (i)  hereof.  In 
cases  where  the  employer  and  the  employees,  or 
their  representatives,  agree  that  this  section  with 
respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply, 
the  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to  those 
employees  working  under  arrangement  with  re¬ 
spect  to  hours  of  work  established  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  5  or  section  11  (3)  or  section 
11  (4)  of  the  ‘Hours  of  Work  Act’  until  the 
employee  has  completed  the  hours  so  established. 
This  section  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay 


shall  not  apply  to  employees  who  are  covered  by 
the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the  ‘  Hours  of  Work 
Act.’  ” 

2.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vic¬ 
toria,  B.C.,  on  the  6th  day  of  August,  1952,  shall 
take  effect  on  the  14th  day  of  August,  1952. 

3.  That  Male  Minimum  Wage  Order  No.  12

accordingly.

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of  any  Standing 
or  Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  re¬ 
ceived  after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session, 
and  no  motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification 
of  this  Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to 
the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon 
to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(h)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 


(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  pub¬ 
lication  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration 
or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  de¬ 
posited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing 
Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner  give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend 
to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of 
the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  men¬ 
tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7!A  inches.
